mencement of the sale was on account 
of the expected arrival of the troops. 
When the sale at la-t begun they aban- 
doned this fear partially ; but a little 
later they got up the scare about troops 
asain, and the I. C. train being lale,they 
conceived the idea that was delayed on 
account of trouble in|embarking them, 
and loading their arms and ammunition.
